T he first rule of gunfighting is 

to “have a gun.” As obvious as 
that may seem, carrying a full-sized 
pistol on a daily basis, through all four 
seasons, isn’t easy. Pistols are awkwardly 
shaped objects that aren’t particularly 
compatible with the form of the human body. 
As a result, there are a lot of concealed- 
carry permit holders out there who could be 
carrying and making themselves and their 
families safer, but aren’t because it’s difficult. 

Pocket pistols— especially today’s breed 
of pocket pistols— change all that. Their 
compact size and light weight make them far 
easier to carry than a full-sized service hand- 
gun. By actually carrying them in a pocket 
holster, there’s also no need for special 
gun belts, cover garments and all the other 
accoutrements necessary to support a full- 
scale pistol. Thanks to pocket pistols, going 
armed all the time has never been easier. 

Small, highly concealable handguns are 
certainly nothing new. Firearms historians 
generally agree that the first true example of 



the genre was the Queen Anne flintlock pis- 
tol, which came into vogue in the early 18 th 
century. Since then, both technology and 
handgun ballistics have steadily improved 
along the way, giving us a broad range of 
compact, concealable and increasingly 
potent carry guns. They have highly visible 
sights, good triggers and are available in 
true fight-stopping calibers. 

For shooters of smaller stature or with 
limited strength, there are also plenty of 
modern compact pistols chambered in eas- 
ily controlled, but measurably less potent, 
calibers. No matter what your personal 
needs might be, there’s a pocket pistol that 
meets them well. 

With all that said, like everything else in 
life, there are trade-offs to everything. The 
smaller size of pocket pistols means they 
have less mass and smaller grips than full- 
sized guns. That makes the mechanics of 
gun handling — especially if you have large 
hands— significantly more challenging. 
Similarly, controlling recoil — particularly with

daily carry as your car keys and wallet. 

As you refine your personal carry 
preferences, work on the mechanics of 
your draw so you can ensure that you 
have the skills and reflexes necessary to 
get your gun into the fight when you need 
it. When you’re ready, combine your draw 
stroke with unarmed skills, movement 
and the other supporting tactics you’ll 
actually need in a defensive situation. 

Most importantly, shoot your pocket 
pistol regularly so you know you have the 
skill to shoot it well. Logically, the gun you 
carry the most and rely upon the most 
should be the one you shoot the most. 

Pocket pistols are tremendously 
convenient and potentially lifesaving 
personal-defense weapons, but don’t let 
their convenience mislead you. Having 
a gun is the first rule. Having the skill to 
draw it and shoot it well under the condi- 
tions of a real violent encounter is rule 
number two. Play by those rules, train 
hard and stay safe. PP

Springfield Armory’s XD 
series has offered ease of 
use, reliability, a variety 
of calibers and accuracy. 

Since then, the XD series has 
spawned the XD M and XD-S lines. 
The most recent variant is the XD 
Mod.2, a series of subcompact pis- 
tols with enhanced ergonomics and 
enhanced-capacity payloads that 
are chambered in 9mm, .40 S&W 
and .45 ACP. These Mod.2 pistols 
provide a carry-ready, user-friendly 
pistol with a grip that offers excel- 
lent adhesion, which is especially 
important in subcompact pistols that 
are chambered in powerful calibers. 

I recently found out how effective 
these designs are through testing 
the 9mm and .45 ACP variants. 



Built To Protect 

XD pistols are known for their 
excellent and reliable Ultra Safety 
Assurance (USA) trigger systems, 
drop safeties and 
grip safeties. The 
Mod.2 takes 
these charac- 
teristics of the 
XD and incorpo- 
rates them into 
a more refined 
platform specifi- 
cally designed for 
concealed carry. 

Not only do both

the 9mm and .45 ACP variants have 
reduced-length barrels and grips to 
make it subcompact as you would 
expect, but the grip is designed for 
better control with three types of 
textures, which Springfield calls the 
“Grip Zone.” 

A lot of thought went into the 
placement of the Grip Zone’s textured 
areas. Some subcompact pistols 
without a lot of grip to hold onto 
may shift in your hand during 
recoil, especially when stoked 
with 1 47-grain 9mm and 
230-grain .45 ACP FMJ loads. 

This lack of consistent grip 
makes other pistols difficult to 
shoot accurately. Remember 
that the smaller the pistol the 
more difficult it becomes to 
operate and shoot accurately. 

The traditional compromise has 
been a smaller gun that is easier 
to conceal and more dif- 
ficult to operate 
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These new subcompact Mod.2 pistols combine 
top-tier ergonomics with threat-stopping power! 





The XD Mod.2 models also 
have a slimmer frame. The frame is 
relieved on both sides so the trig- 
ger finger of a left- or right-handed 
shooter is comfortably positioned. 

The beavertail also allows a user to 
get a high hold on the pistols so the 
bore axis is closer to the shooter’s 
hand, which means less felt recoil. 
The rear of the triggerguard is also 
relieved to aid in that higher grip. With 
my average-sized hand, my small 
finger has just enough grip to stay on 
the lip of the magazine floorplate, or 
it can easily curl under the floorplate 
using the flush-fit magazine. 

The 9mm Mod.2 holds 13+1 
rounds while the .45 ACP Mod.2 
holds 9+1 , and they both accomplish 
this capacity with a height of only 
4.75 inches. Even though these 
pistols are subcompacts that feature 
capacities comparable to those 
found in a full-sized pistol. Each 
pistol also comes with an extended 
magazine that features a sleeve over 
its lower portion 
that fits seam- 
lessly with the 
grip frame, in- 
stantly giving 
each pistol a 
full-sized grip. 
This extended 
grip offers 
an additional 
four rounds 
in .45 ACP 
and three

versus a larger pistol that is easier to 
operate yet more difficult to conceal. 

The grip of the Mod.2 series 
has three zones of texturing, each 
with a different type of adhesion. 
The Zone 1 texture is located on 
the front- and backstraps, provid- 
Oing a good anti-slip surface. The 
side panels have Zone 2 
texturing, which is the most 
aggressive and, accord- 
ing to Springfield, does 
the most to keep the pistol 
under control during 
recoil. These zones are 
similar to stippling and 
do provide a good grip 
without feeling uncomfort- 
able. The remainder of the 
frame is covered in Zone 
3 texturing, which is the 
least grippy of the textures 
but still provides an en- 
hanced grip.

in 9mm. Both models also feature an ac- 
cessory rail. 

The width of both pistols measures 1 .2 
inches, so these pistols are much thinner 
than other XD models and other subcom- 
pacts. The slide release is aggressively 
serrated for positive operation. The ambi- 
dextrous magazine release is serrated and 
at a height that is flush with the grip panels, 
so accidental magazine drops should not 
be an issue. Empty mags drop clear of the 
well when the button is engaged. 

The Mod.2’s slide has also been 
slimmed down. The rear cocking serra- 
tions are more pronounced and they make 
these subcompact pistols easier to oper- 
ate. There’s plenty of useful gripping area. 
Springfield also equips each Mod.2 pistol 
with an excellent three-dot sight system. 
The low-profile rear sight is flush with the 
rear of the slide for maximum sight radius. 
It is also smooth and snag-free. The back 
of the sight is serrated to effectively cut 
glare. The front sight is a red fiber optic. 

Range Report 

My expectation was that the 9mm and 
.45 ACP Mod.2s would jump around in my 
hand during recoil. I was wrong. The variety 
of grip textures offered excellent adhesion, 
so all I needed to concentrate on was sight 
alignment and trigger press. I pushed the 
pistols, firing them at 25 yards using a rest. 
The 3-inch (9mm) and 3.3-inch (.45 ACP) 
barrels are made for concealability and 
close-quarters work. Recoil was less stout 
in the Mod.2s compared to lighter, smaller 
pistols I’ve tested. 

There is some creep to the trigger, 
which is fine considering these are de- 
fense pistols. The trigger broke crisply and 
consistently, and I was able to get slightly 
over 1 ,5-inch groups with the 9mm variant 
and consistent 2-inch groups with the .45 




Both Springfield XD Mod.2 pistols handled well 
and shot considerably tight groups at 25 yards.

ACP. The accuracy can be attributed in part 
to the captive recoil spring and full-length 
guide rod in the .45 ACP Mod.2. I felt the 
Atlanta Arms 9mm ammo performed well 
from such a short 3-inch barrel. With ma- 
jor LE agencies reverting back to the 9mm, 
many are choosing 147-grain ammo, and 
Atlanta Arms looks like a good choice. 

I found the 9mm Mod.2 very pleasant 
to shoot. There’s no doubt that the dual 
spring and full-length guide rod helped 
dampen recoil. Using a Fobus IWB hol- 
ster, I practiced some dry-firing exer- 
cises with both pistols. Each Mod.2 pistol 
comes in a hard case that includes an OWB 
polymer holster, a double magazine pouch 
and a magazine loader. Out of the box, the 
Mod.2 offers the concealed carrier a user- 
friendly and effective self-defense system. 
This latest transformation of the XD series 
easily fills the need for those wanting a con- 
cealed-carry weapon with no compromise 
on caliber, magazine capacity and ease of 
use.

Over 

the years, 

I’ve introduced a 
number of folks at the local 
gun range to North American 
Arms’ single-action Mini Revolvers. 

I’ve also introduced shooters to the company’s various Guard- 
ian pistol designs. Why? Because I have always been impressed 
by the performance of the Utah-based company’s products. 

Since the early 1970s, North American Arms has been well 
known for its Mini Revolvers and for the quality and precision 
with which they are built. Using stainless steel, NAA crafts these 
rimfire revolvers and then gives each one a lifetime warranty. 

Each Mini is designed for carry with a full cylinder (five shots) with 
the hammer down in a specially designed notch, which is a well- 
thought-out design for a firearm with limited capacity. 

NAA Mini Revolvers come in a number of sizes, barrel 
lengths and calibers, including .22 Short, .22 LR or .22 Mag-

num. And then there are the .22 Magnum Pug/Master/ 
Black Widow lineups with Minis shaped like cap-and-ball 
revolvers. Things get larger and heavier in these families. 
Regardless of the name or caliber of the Mini, or even its 
barrel length, all are products of the same manufacturing 
process that’s been refined over the past few decades. 

Pocket Guardian 

In a departure from the Minis, in 1997 NAA began offering 
a diminutive double-action only (DAO) .32 ACP pistol called the 
Guardian that was inspired by the hard-to-find Seecamp .32 
ACP. At the time, small .32 ACPs were in great demand, and the 
Guardian caught on instantly. The company’s next design was 
a slightly larger framed .380 ACP Guardian with a 6+1 capacity, 
followed eventually by .25 NAA (.32 ACP necked to .25) and .32 
NAA (.380 ACP necked to .32) variants. All are still available for 
those who need a truly pocket-sized autopistol. 

Having fired every NAA Guardian caliber, I found myself leaning 
toward the .380 ACP for a pocket partner. There’s nothing wrong 
with the .32 version or its brethren, but the .380 seems to just fit 
me best. The recoil imparted to this 18.4-ounce pistol by a .380 
ACP round is easily handled. There are no polymers (excluding its 
black pebbled grips) or “pot metals” used in the Guardian’s con- 
struction — just hard, durable, corrosion-resistant steel that’s been 
expertly machined to fit together perfectly. The pistol’s weight is a 
constant reminder of the quality materials used in its construction. 

Guardian pistols are testaments to simplicity and can be 
sub-divided into five main operational parts: frame, slide,

recoil spring assembly, magazine and grips. The total number 
of parts stands at 37 (by comparison, the 191 1 has over 50). 
These pistols work with little fuss and muss, with no magazine 
safety, external manual or grip safety. There’s just a DAO 
trigger system requiring about 10 pounds of pressure. 

The 2.5-inch barrel is integral to the 
frame, adding a tad of extra accuracy, 
something firearms with shorter barrels 
are always glad to pick up. The pistol’s 
simple, integral sights will never be 
bumped out of alignment. Other Guardian 
sight options include Guttersnipe, Novak 
and XS Big Dot systems. 

The Guardian’s slide features an external, 
spring-loaded extractor, a loaded chamber 
viewing port, a slightly raised ridge for the 
front and rear sights and eight cocking ser- 
rations. These effective serrations are helpful 
when racking blowback-action slides, which 
typically require more effort than on similarly 
sized pistols using other action types. 

The pistol’s hammer remains flush with 
the slide until the trigger is pulled. The nicely 
designed trigger, with all its edges rounded 
for comfort, rides inside an integral trigger- 
guard that’s roomy enough for the fingers of 
virtually any hand. Trigger pull measured at 
10.3 pounds, which is comparable to DAO 



snub-nose revolvers I’ve previously tested. A serrated magazine 
catch is traditionally functioning and located. 

I found two fingers fit the Guardian’s frame comfortably, with 
the third curling beneath the flat magazine’s baseplate. For the 
magazines with extended finger-rest baseplates, the baseplate 

sticks between the second and third fingers, 
offering the shooter even more control. 

Range Report 

NAA has an abundance of accessories 
for its Guardians, including repair parts, 
bottlenecked ammunition, grips and even 
belt and pocket holsters. Prior to the range 
trip, I examined several NAA items: a zip- 
pered, black, ballistic nylon Universal Rug, 
which has pockets for pistols and extra 
magazines; a black, thumb-break, clip-on 
holster; and Crimson Trace Lasergrips. 

The Universal Rug clips to the belt for 
ease of carry. The small, trim belt holster, 
combined with the Guardian’s minute 
dimensions, offers a very compact package 
that’s capable of riding beneath untucked 
shirts. Crimson Trace’s units always seem 
to please, and it attached easily to my test 
pistol. To operate, just grasp the pistol and 
the red dot automatically appears on the 
target. During testing, I also used a

Firing at 7 yards, NAA’s .380 Guardian 
produced velocities in the 900 fps range, 
which are reasonable for a 2.5-inch barrel. 





From the bench, the Crimson Trace helped 
produce five-shot groups ranging from 2.8 
to 3.3 inches. Though the trigger is heavy 
compared to pistols in the single-action 
world, it is fairly smooth and with effort can 
produce reasonably nice groups. After re- 
moving the Lasergrips, the pistol’s integral 
sights produced five-shot groups in the 
4-inch range. 

Recoil, as with most firearms, was a lit- 
tle more noticeable from the bench than off 
it. As I moved around, shooting freestyle, 
any recoil fell off my radar. I discovered that 
the NAA was quick and easy from 
the holster, and capable of 
keeping shots in a

10-inch circle while moving around the 
targets. Planting my feet and shooting the 
Guardian fairly quickly from 7 feet, shots 
gathered in the target’s 4-inch head zone. 

The closer the attacker gets, the more 
precisely the Guardian will deliver its pay- 
load. And close quarters is where the 
Guardian shines. At bad-breath distances, 
the .380 NAA Guardian will spit out seven 
rounds in a flash right where you want them. 

The Takeaway 

How will North American Arms’ fit into 
your concealed-carry routine? When you 
really have to dress down, you need to 
carry something as innocuous as possible 
but that’s quick into action and reliable, and 
for that the NAA handguns fit the bill. For a 
backup gun, I would have no qualms (and 
have had none) about carrying the .380 
Guardian or NAA’s Mini Revolvers. 

Dollar for dollar, North American 
Arms’ handguns are a great balance of 
quality, durability and reliability. For more 
information, visit northamericanarms.com 
or call 800-821 -5783.

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ith the new Micro Raptor, what comes out of Kimber’s Custom Shop is a light- 
weight, fully tuned, 6+1 capacity pocket pistol that leaves absolutely nothing to 
be desired. It is the personification of custom in a .380 ACP semi-automatic. 

Kimber introduced its first .380 ACP model, the Micro CDP, in late 2012. What was noteworthy about that 
semi-auto was that Kimber had never produced a .380 prior to this, being known primarily as a custom 
builder of larger 191 1 -style pistols and, of course, the smallest 9mm ever, the Kimber Solo. So moving 
down to .380 ACP was the next logical step since it allowed Kimber to offer a custom-grade CCW 

sidearm in every popular self-defense caliber. 

With the exception of the Solo, the New York armsmaker 
has never tried to reinvent the wheel — just to make a 
better-functioning, better-looking wheel — and this is the 
case with the Micro CDP.

Sig Sauer’s P238 Spartan and its siblings 
bring tip-of-the-spear power to bear!

Facing overwhelming odds, 
King Leonidas I commanded 
a small force of Spartans and 
other Greeks against the full 
might of the Persian army. 

His skillful command and fighting prow- 
ess, along with the unbreakable will of 
his troops, combined to inflict massive 
losses on the invaders. The courage and 
devotion to duty demonstrated by the 
Spartans at the Battle of Thermopylae 
have inspired countless generations of 
fighting men for more than 2,000 years. 

It is that inspiration that led Sig Sauer to 
develop the P238 Spartan pistol. 

Finished with an oil-rubbed bronze PVD 
finish, this stainless steel pistol is striking 
in appearance. PVD, or physical vapor 
deposition, is a metal coating process that 
is used in the aerospace and automo- 
tive industries. The process improves the 
corrosion and wear resistance of metal. It 



can also be used to produce unique color 
options not available with other forms of 
finishing. The pistol’s custom stocks are 
black and have an inlaid Spartan helmet. 
“Molon Labe,” Greek for “come and get it,” 
is engraved in the slide. Without a doubt, 
this pistol has a striking design. 

As with other P238 pistols, the 
Spartan is a single-action-only design. 
The trigger is light and crisp, not unlike a 
quality 1911 pistol. The gun has a manual 
safety that is large enough to quickly 
disengage, but not so large as to get in 
the way when carrying concealed. 

The P238 is chambered in .380 ACP. 
This round has seen a resurgence as a 
self-defense round in recent years. As a re- 
sult, high-quality personal protection loads 
are available for it from Hornady, Federal 
Premium, Winchester Ammunition and 
other companies. Typically, the P238 pistol 
would ship with a flush-fitting, six-round 
magazine. For the Spartan, Sig Sauer 



ships a seven-round magazine that 
is fitted with an X-Grip magazine adapter. 
The X-Grip effectively lengthens the grip 
of the gun, giving the shooter additional 
space to wrap his hand around. Just over 
1 inch wide, the Spartan is less than 4 
inches tall and will conceal relatively easily 
in a pocket with a good quality holster. 

While some may argue that a pocket 
pistol is not the handgun of choice for a 
modern warrior, I’d say otherwise. The 
Spartans taught us that tactics and the will 
to fight are as important as the tool car- 
ried. The Sig Sauer P238 is a high-quality 
firearm, and having one in your pocket 
demonstrates your preparedness and 
willingness to defend yourself. I’d say that 
is keeping in the Spartan tradition. 

Designer Defense 

While the Spartan is bound to catch 
the attention of many shooters, it is cer- 
tainly not the only compact pistol made by

W hen Smith & Wesson intro- 
duced the striker-fired M&P 
Shield in 2012, the gun was 
an immediate hit due to its small size and 
ample power. However, there proved to be 
a desire with some consumers for a version 
without a manual safety. When Smith & 
Wesson announced the new models with- 
out the manual safety lever, I knew I wanted 
one. Since that time, I’ve extensively shot 
the M&P Shield in both 9mm and .40 S&W. 
The pistols are incredibly accurate and 
easy to shoot. For concealed carry, these 
guns are exceptional defensive pistols. 

.40 Protector 

Chambered in .40 S&W, the M&P40 
Shield is thin and weighs only 19 ounces. 
Flush-fitting magazines hold six rounds, 
while the included extended magazine 
will hold one additional round. The 
extended magazine comes equipped 
with a magazine sleeve that gives the 
shooter a larger grip area. 



Smith & Wesson includes combat-sized 
three-dot sights on its Shield pistols. The 
sights are large enough to use during rapid 
fire. Additionally, the sights are dovetailed 
into place, which allows for the easy addition 
of night sights or other aftermarket sights. 
The rear sight has a sloped front edge. This 
may help with reducing snagging during a 
draw and reholstering of the pistol, but it 
does prevent using the sight for one-handed 
emergency manipulations of the slide. 

While this gun has the same look and 
style of the full-sized M&P pistols, the 
Shield does not have interchangeable palm 
swell grips. For my medium-sized hands, 
the gun felt good and was easily managed. 
In many cases, shooters with small hands 
will like the fit of this gun since its thin 
nature allows for better placement of the 
finger on the trigger. 

In my testing, both the M&P40 Shield 
and its 9mm counterpart were 100-percent 
reliable with every kind of ammunition I fed 
them. Compared to the full-sized M&P9 



in my safe, the Shield has an improved 
trigger. The pull is less spongy, with a 
slightly heavier break. Reset is more 
obvious than that on the larger gun. 

The M&P Shield series of hand- 
guns are a solid choice for concealed 
carry. Reliability and accuracy combine 
with the pistol’s thinness to offer a great 
defensive weapon. For anyone who finds 
himself in harm’s way, having a Shield can 
be the ultimate defense. 

Ultimate Bodyguards 

Small enough to slip into virtually any 
pocket, the M&P Bodyguard 380 holds 6+1 
rounds and is available with or without a 
Crimson Trace laser.

Yet to properly shoulder this burden, the citizen 
needs four things: proper training, a reliable 
firearm, proven ammunition and a quality hol- 
ster. Unfortunately, the carry rig is given only a 
cursory mention in many discussions. 

The holster is likely to have a greater impact 
than any other piece of equipment on whether or 
not you have a gun with you in a deadly-force en-

counter. A good concealment rig will be comfort- 
able, secure the handgun in place and properly 
hide the pistol from sight. If a holster fails to do 
these things, you will be less likely to carry the 
gun regularly, reducing the chances of having it 
if you need it.

There’s a new LCP in town and it is unmistakable 
for several reasons, most notably for a distinc- 
tive, skeletonized, red aluminum trigger. 

Of course, anodized aluminum triggers are nothing new, they’re 
available as a custom addition for a vast number of handguns, 
but this one comes direct from the factory. The idea behind the 
new trigger is more than appearances; it is designed to reduce 
“felt” trigger pull by changing the trigger finger interface so that 
you have more leverage. 

This also reduces the bite during recoil from the pointy re- 
curve at the bottom of the standard trigger. In general, the trigger 
feels lighter, stacking becomes less evident and reset is quicker, 
although the trigger pull remains the same. 

Other significant features of the LCP Custom are the polished 
blued slide and its new sights. Up front is a tall blade with a 
photoluminescent center dot; in back is a tall, square-notched, 
dovetailed sight that centers the front dot in an instant. The LCP 
Custom also uses a new, more durable 
stainless steel guide rod. Everything 
else that is good about the original LCP 
remains, making the Custom version a 
significant factory upgrade. 

With its lightweight polymer frame, 
aluminum subframe, through-hardened 
steel slide and blued steel barrel, the 
LCP Custom remains ideal for unob- 
trusive carry in a trouser pocket while 
providing a standard 6+1 capacity. Over 
the years since the little double-action- 
only (DAO) pistol, with its glass-filled- 
nylon frame, very pocket-friendly 
2.75-inch barrel and 0.8-inch 
width, was introduced, the .380 
ACP cartridge has become the 
most popular self-defense round 
in America and the LCP one of the 
true success stories in contemporary 
small-caliber self-defense firearms. 

While the LCP was not the first 
pocket-sized, polymer-framed .380, the 
Ruger name attached to the LCP set the 
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industry on fire in 2008 and sent the company into overtime to 
meet demand. But moreover, the LCP’s popularity led to a pro- 
liferation of new .380 pocket pistols and to ammunition makers 
producing better, higher-velocity .380 ACP rounds. 

Practical Defender 

In terms of familiarization, the LCP is a hammer-fired, locked- 
breech, recoil-operated semi-auto with an internal hammer. The 
hammer can be clearly seen through a cutout in the back of the 
slide when the action has been cycled. If it hasn’t, there is nothing 
showing at the back of the slide, making for one very quick check 
of the gun’s condition. In addition, the trigger, though remaining in 
its forward position, has zero resistance if the slide has not been 
cycled. Finally, there is a loaded-chamber viewport at the breech. 

While it is unusual for a pistol as small as the LCP to use a 
locked-breech design, as opposed to the blowback operation 
common with many ,380s, Ruger opted for the sturdier build 
generally used for larger-caliber semi-autos. 

The simplicity of the LCP design is ideal for a person- 
al defense handgun. First, there are no manual safeties 
to remember, and the DAO trigger has a short 0.5-inch 
length of travel countered by a solid 
6.5-pound average trigger pull. Another 
plus is that the LCP does not use a 
magazine disconnect, so it will fire a 
chambered round if the magazine is 
removed or if one gets caught up in the 
middle of a tactical reload. 

One of the issues with pocket pistols, 
eluding the LCP, is capacity. Six-round 
magazines are the norm, but there are 
some interesting alternatives, espe- 
cially for the LCP. There are two ways 
to push capacity from 6+1 to 1 0+1 
or even 15+1 . Both magazines are 
designed and manufactured by 
ProMag.That company’s 10-round, 
blued steel magazine is ideal for 
a reload (but not that good for 
pocket carry, as the magazine 
adds 2.43 inches to the grip frame 
including the finger rest extension).

If an 
LCP is your basic personal carry gun, 
an extra increased-capacity magazine 
for the reload is a good move. 

Range Report 

To test the latest LCP I selected two Sig Sauer 
loads, Elite Performance V-Crown 90-grain JHP and 
Elite Performance 100-grain FMJ, along with Federal 
Premium’s 99-grain FIST JFIP.The LCP Custom shot 
just above point of aim with its new sights, making this 
gun significantly faster to get on target. The heavy trig- 
ger keeps your grip firm, and the recoil with all three 
loads was fairly snappy, which isn’t unexpected with a 
9.75-ounce handgun. 

All three brands of ammo clocked in well over 800 fps 
from the short, 2.75-inch barrel, with Federal Premium’s 
new FIST clearing the traps at an average of 886 
fps, Sig Sauer JHP just a hair behind at 882 
fps and the Sig Elite Performance FMJ 
traveling at an average of 825 fps. 

Shooting from a distance of 
7 yards, the tightest five- 
round group was shot 
with Sig Sauer 
JHP at 1.375 
inches. Sig’s 
FMJ load 
distributed 
five rounds 
at 1.92

Introduced officially in April of 
2015, the Glock 43 has already 
proven itself to be a winner. 

But why did this particular pistol garner 
so much interest when there were al- 
ready several subcompact, single-stack, 
9mm pocket pistols on the market? A 
part of it was Glock brand loyalty. But 
there are a number of attributes built into 
this subcompact Glock itself that have 
made it wildly popular. While similar in 
design to the even smaller Glock 42, the 
G43 is distinctly smaller and lighter than 
what was formerly the smallest Glock 
in 9mm, the hugely popular 1 1 -shot 
Glock 26. They are two distinctly different 
pistols, each of which has a place in the 
world of concealed carry. 

The extreme slimness of the G43 
provides exquisite comfort in inside-the- 
waistband (IWB) carry. My favorite such 



holster so far is from Yeti-Tac, which of- 
fered secure all-day carry and a fast draw. 
What I particularly liked about the pistol 
was the G43’s trigger reach, which is 
distinctly shorter than that of the standard 
Glock but longer than that of the G42. A 
double-action revolver shooter from way 
back, this writer gets the best trigger con- 
trol with the distal joint of his index finger, 
and the G43 is absolutely perfect for that. 
For very small hands, the G43 should 
center the pad of the trigger finger exactly 
across the face of its trigger, which many 
experts consider the “sweet spot.” 

An important feature of the G43 is its 
short grip frame. This is what limits it to a 
six-round magazine if you want minimum 
size, though larger-capacity magazines 
are already available. It was the short 
butt achieved through the six-round 
magazine that allowed the G43’s grip 
frame to be as compact as it is, which 



means it actually fits well in most pocket 
holsters. Even more important, once 
a hand is on the gun and it has to be 
maneuvered up and out of that pocket, 
the shorter butt makes the G43 faster to 
bring into action from that location. 

Full-Power Subcompact 

From a bench rest at 25 yards, I was 
able to get five-shot groups as tight as 
2.1 inches with the G43. While running a 
shooting class in Arkansas with the G43 
as my teaching gun, I was able to shoot 
a “pace-setter” on the last day’s quali- 
fication with it that delivered a perfect 
score — 300 out of 300. Well into a four- 
figure round count now, my test Glock 43 
has proven quite reliable. Muzzle jump is 
a little bit more than some other subcom- 
pact 9mms, but in running plate racks 
with multiple shooters and several simi- 
lar guns, all of them shot the G43 better

Aside from the G43, Glock makes “hideout 
size” subcompact pistols on three other frame sizes. 
One is the Glock 42, the smallest of the Glocks, 
which offers a 6+1 cartridge capacity in .380 ACP. 
^ Geared for carry in a pocket holster or other ex- 
tremely discreet concealment, it is the perhaps 
the most “shootable” .380 ACP of its size. 

We should also look at more powerful Glocks 
that still lend themselves to deep concealment. 
Consider the Glock 27, chambered for the .40 S&W 
round and holding nine rounds in the magazine and 



a tenth in the chamber. It’s about the weight 
of a five-shot .357 Magnum snub-nose revolver 
but holds literally twice as many cartridges. 

In a similarly sized package you can get 10 
rounds of .357 SIG in a Glock 33. My Glock 33 
has chronographed an average of 1 ,340 fps 
with Remington 125-grain Golden Saber 
bullets, more than I ever got from a 2-inch- 
barreled .357 Magnum revolver with the same 
bullet weight. In 9mm, you can get the hugely 
popular and easy-to-shoot Glock 26. 
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Finally, there is the superb 
Glock 30S, a slim-slide, short-butt 
.45 ACP that holds 10+1 rounds. 

Shortly before the 30S was introduced, ^ 
I won the Custom Defensive Pistol division 
(.45 automatics) at an IDPA match against 
many shooters, some of them Masters using 
tricked-out, full-sized 1911 target pistols, with 
my prototype out-of-the-box Glock 30S. It’s more 
“shootable” for its power level than its compact 
size and weight would lead you to believe.

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Get your pocket-bound firepower into the fight when seconds count!

111 I if 6 , there are trade-offs to 
everything. Every choice we make 
typically has an upside and a less 
desirable downside. When it comes to 
carrying a personal-defense pistol in your 
pocket, the pluses include simplicity, con- 
venience and the ability to carry concealed 
without the need of a cover garment. 
Unfortunately, with all those advantages 
comes a harsh reality: Drawing a pistol 
from a pocket swiftly and positively while 
under duress is not easy. To maximize your 
chances of success, let’s take a hard look 
at the process and do some fine tuning. 

Pocket pistols are generally close- 
range weapons. Although competent 



it makes more sense to use your non- 
weapon hand to protect these vital targets 
by establishing a guard. The habit of 
doing something useful with the off-hand 
also integrates well with contact-distance 
shooting tactics that involve physically 
controlling an attacker while you draw and 
shoot. However, to do all that, you need 
to accept and embrace a very important 
truth: Your drawstroke must be an inde- 
pendent action of the gun hand only — 
with no “help” from the support hand. 

Get A Grip 

With belt-carried guns, the slowest 
part of the draw is typically getting the 



shooters can do amazing things with them 
at extended distances, real self-defense 
should focus on the probabilities, not the 



exceptions. And if you are being attacked 
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at close range, a good rule of thumb is to 
keep your guard up. If you train to always 
lower both hands when you draw (one 
to the gun and the other indexed on your 
torso), you are purposely training to leave 
your head and neck vulnerable. Instead, 



Starting from a natural ready stance, the 
pocket pistol draw begins by protecting 
your head and neck with your non-gun 
arm and positioning the gun hand above 
the pocket. As your gun hand enters the 
pocket, the thumb is slightly flagged and 
the fingers are extended and held together. 
Once inside the pocket, the hand is turned 
counterclockwise to open the pocket mouth 
and index the web of the hand on the grip. 

After achieving a solid grip, lift the gun 
straight up and snag the front edge of the 
holster on the pocket mouth to clear it off the 
gun. Orient the muzzle forward and prepare 
to fire or transition to an extended position. 



hand to the gun. Once it’s there, achieving 
a proper pre-draw grip and executing the 
draw happen pretty quickly. With a pocket- 
carried pistol, however, the slowest and 
most difficult part of the process is getting 
your hand into the pocket and achieving a 
sound pre-draw grip. 

Getting a grip on a pocket pistol 
involves extending your fingers as a tight 
group so they fit into the pocket and then 
opening them enough to expand the 
mouth of the pocket so you can wrap 
them around the gun’s grip. If you go too 
fast or your timing is off, your fingers slide 
between the gun and the body side of 
your pocket and you have no grip. 
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t( With a pocket- 
carried pistol... 
the slowest and 
most difficult part 
of the process is 
getting your hand 
into the pocket and 
achieving a sound 
pre-draw grip.

After lots of trial and error, I discov- 
ered a method that helps prevent this 
and makes getting a solid grip much 
easier. When you reach into your pocket, 
angle your hand toward your ulna (the 
pinky-finger side of your forearm) and 
flag your thumb slightly so the thumb 
and fingers enter the pocket at the same 
time. As soon as they’re in the mouth of 
the pocket, turn your hand around the 
axis of your forearm (for right handers, 
counterclockwise). This turn causes the 
thumb and fingers to spread the pocket 
mouth and aligns the web of the thumb 
with the backstrap of the pistol. Now, 
simply drive straight down and 



achieve a normal grip with a straight trig- 
ger finger. You are now ready to draw. 

Free And Clear 

Assuming that you’re carrying your 
pocket pistol in a quality pocket holster as 
you should, your draw angle as you clear 
the pocket will depend a lot on the style of 
holster you choose. If it’s the “grippy” kind 
with the rubberized exterior, you can draw 
straight up and the holster should stay 
with the pocket as the gun clears. 

If you have a holster with a pocket 
hook at the rear, your draw angle should 
err toward the back of your pocket to snag 
the pocket mouth with the hook as the 



gun clears. This is often easier said than 
done, though, since your hand is leading 
the way and may block the hook. 

My preferred pocket holster, a Mitch 
Rosen suede-side-out leather holster, has 
a small hook on the front edge. By drawing 
straight up and dragging along the front 
portion of the pocket mouth, I can reliably 
get it to snag and remain in the pocket. 

No matter which method you use, 
after the gun clears the pocket, raise it 
to your ribs, drop your elbow and orient 
the muzzle forward in a solid weapon- 
retention position. As the situation allows, 
proceed from there to other shooting 
positions. Train hard, stay safe. PP 
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The 
Swiss 
have long 

been known for the quality of their 
watches, chocolates, machine 
tools and firearms. I recently had 
the opportunity to try out a pistol 
that was, to use the well-known 



expression, “built like a Swiss 



watch,” the Sphinx SDP Compact. 

Sphinx Systems is a Swiss manufactur- 
er of high-quality military, police and sport- 
ing firearms. In the 1980s the company 
introduced a pair of pistols based upon the 
Czech CZ 75 design: the ITM AT-84 and 
ITM AT-88. Since then it has expanded 
its line and today its pistols are used by 
municipal police departments and elite 
law enforcement agencies in Switzerland, 
Denmark, Norway, Singapore and Malaysia. 
They have also become favorites of Euro- 
pean sport shooters and feature promi- 
nently in continental International Practical 
Shooting Confederation (IPSC) matches. 



Sphinx advertises the SDP Com- 
pact as a general-purpose police/military 
sidearm suitable for both holster wear by 
uniformed personnel or concealed carry 
by undercover operatives. Obviously, it 
would be quite well suited for licensed 
civilian use as well. 

The SDP Compacts’ construction can 
best be described as a hybrid composite of 
today’s best ideas. When viewed from the 
muzzle end, the machined steel slide has 
a pyramidal contour with a black PVD fin- 
ish that provides good resistance against 
wear and environmental extremes. Sharply 
cut grasping grooves fore and aft enable 
the shooter to rack the slide from a variety 
of positions, even when wearing gloves. A 
generously sized ejection port ensures that 
spent cases get out of the way reliably, and 
the rear sight is dovetailed into the slide 
and can be adjusted for windage. 

The sights fitted to the SDP Compact 
pistols are first rate: A generous, plain 
black, square-notch rear is mated to a 
square blade front that is adorned with a 
white dot. This setup provides fast align- 
ment and a precise sight picture without 
the shooter unconsciously attempting to 



line up three dots. Adjust- 
able, fiber-optic and night 
sights are offered as optional equipment. 

The hardcoat anodized, aircraft-grade 
aluminum upper frame uses Teflon inserts 
to reduce wear on the internal slide rails. A 
feature typical of a number of Swiss pistols 
since the 1930s, the SDP Compact’s slide 
fits inside the frame, where full-length 
frame/slide rails provide smooth opera- 
tion, support and consistent lockup, all for 
enhanced accuracy. In addition, a captive 
recoil spring on a full-length guide rod 
helps ensure reliable functioning. 

Ambidextrous levers grace both sides 
of the upper frame but do not function as 
safeties, and only serve to lower the ham- 
mer safely to the half-cock position before 
automatically moving back into position. 
This allows the shooter to carry the pistol 
safely with a round in the chamber. With 
typical Swiss thoroughness, additional 
safety is provided via a loaded-chamber 
indicator, an internal firing pin safety, a 
drop safety and a magazine disconnect 
safety that prevents the pistol from firing 
unless the slide is in battery. For those 
who want to mount lights, lasers or other 
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KRISS USA’s Swiss-made Sphinx SUP 
Jelivers 9mm force for 24/7 defense!

integral Picatinny rail built into the frame for 
just this purpose. 

A roomy triggerguard allows firing the 
pistol with gloves and features the typical 
curved European-style finger rest. The 
polymer lower frame incorporates an 
interchangeable rubber grip system to 
accommodate different hand sizes, while 
the frontstrap is textured and has modest 
finger grooves. A high grip tang places 
the pistol very low in the hand, allowing it 
to point very naturally. This also reduces 
muzzle rise during recoil. 

Controls consist of a slide stop, 
ambidextrous hammer-drop levers and a 
magazine release that can be switched to 
the right side to accommodate left-handed 
shooters. All are well located and can be 
manipulated without moving the pistol 
around in the shooting hand. 

The flush-mounted hammer has a 
grooved top. If the shooter desires to set 
the pistol for SA, all he or she needs to do 
is pull the trigger to start the hammer back 
to the half-cock position and then remove 
their finger from the trigger and cock the 
hammer manually. 



Steel, double-stack magazines hold 
15 rounds of 9mm ammunition and have 
tough polymer basepads to prevent dam- 
age when they are dropped on the ground 
during combat reloads. A magazine load- 
ing tool comes with the pistol to ease the 
task of recharging the cartridge containers.

two are identifiable by the former’s straight 
cuts milled in the frontstrap while the latter 
has a textured polymer grip), the Krypton 
green line, the Black line, the Sand line, the 
DuoTone line and the Stainless Steel line. 
The Alpha features a PVD finish, while the 
finishes of the next four lines are indicated 
by their names. 

I tested the SDP Compact Alpha for ac- 
curacy by firing a series of five-shot groups 
from a rest at 15 yards. The first round sent 
downrange broke the edge of the red dot 
in the center of the 10-ring, while the next 
four followed it inside the confines of said 
circle. Of the nine groups I fired, none was 
larger than 3 inches, while several of them 
came in under the 2-inch mark. 

I found the Sphinx SDP Compact Alpha 
to be a pleasure to shoot. The pistol’s ergo- 
nomics were first-rate while the excellent 
sights and above-average recoil control 
allowed me to make fast, accurate follow- 
up shots. While a bit large for a “pocket 
pistol,” the SDP Compact Alpha provides 
everything you might need in a conceal- 
able handgun, and then some.

demand for concealable 
pocket pistols has never 
been greater, and the avail- 
able options for the American shooter are 
seemingly endless. What is not endless, 
however, is your supply of money. And 
among the handguns that offer both high 
quality and affordability, one company 
stands out: SCCY Firearms. 

SCCY’s CPX-1 and CPX-2 models are 
compact, semi-automatic, polymer-framed, 
double-action-only (DAO) pistols cham- 
bered in 9mm with 10+1 capacities. The 
main difference between the two models is 
that the original CPX-1 features an ambi- 
dextrous, frame-mounted thumb safety. 

The SCCY CPX-2 I tested featured a 
machined stainless steel slide and barrel, 
which can be had with a natural brushed 
finish or in satin black nitride for additional 



corrosion resistance. The nitride treatment 
also adds a natural lubricity to the metal. 
The fit and finish on the slide machin- 
ing are excellent, and it has also been 
shaped to reduce weight and size as well 
as improve comfort during CCW carry. 

The front of the slide is angled inwards to 
narrow it and aid in holstering. To improve 
reliability, SCCY also lowered the right 
and left sides of the ejection port. This 
ensures that empty cases are ejected 
fully to avoid any malfunctions. 

9mm Backup 

On some pocket pistols, the slide 
serrations seem like little more than an 
afterthought, but that’s not so on the 
CPX-2. The high-quality machining here 
provides wide and deep slide serrations 
with a slight curvature and forward angle. 



I found these easy to grasp and the slide 
easy to operate even when shooting in hot 
weather with sweaty hands. On the right 
side of the slide is a steel extractor, which 
also acts as the pistol’s loaded-chamber 
indicator by popping up when there is a 
cartridge case in the chamber. This pro- 
vides both visual and tactile confirmation. 

Another nice feature that sometimes 
is lacking in the pocket pistol category is 
large, easy-to-see, three-dot sights. This 
is something that you start to appreci- 
ate more and more when you’re past a 
certain age. The CPX-2’s 3.1 -inch barrel 
is well machined, and the chamber area 
matches the lines of the slide perfectly. 

A lot of thought and design elements 
went into the CPX’s grip frame as well. 
The Zytel polymer material is attractive 
and strong, as well as obviously scratch- 
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SCCY’s reliable CPX pistols are 
budget-friendly defenders packing 
10+1 rounds of 9mm firepower in 
an easy-to-conceal design. 



resistant and corrosion-proof, which is a 
nice feature on a carry gun. The front of 
the grip has ergonomic finger grooves 
for a better hold while the sides and 
back are tastefully stippled. The back- 
strap also features a set of small holes 
that act as a recoil-absorption device. 

One of the advantages of using a 
polymer frame is that color changes 
can be accomplished fairly easily. Care, 
however, must be taken during this 
process because the different colors 
can actually affect the strength of the 
polymer, so finding the right mix is 
important. This is a process that SCCY 
Firearms has mastered, and the com- 
pany now offers its pistols with frames in 
black, dark earth, pink and purple. 

Housing a double-stack magazine, 
the CPX-2’s grip fills the hand nicely 



for a secure hold while remaining at 
only 1 inch in width. The triggerguard 
is also well sized for ease of use in all 
conditions, and the dust cover remains 
smooth with no accessory rail, as befits 
a true pocket pistol, although aftermarket 
laser systems are available. The controls 
are all set for right-handed use and 
made from the same polymer material 
as the frame. I found the slide lock/slide 
release as well as the magazine release 
to be fully functional and easy to operate. 

Compact Protector 

The CPX-2’s DAO trigger is smooth 
with a clean break. It does have a long 
reset, which requires the shooter to allow 
it to return almost fully to the front. I did 
not find this objectionable in the least. 
The weight of the trigger on the gun

I tested was a comfortable 8 pounds, which 
is quite good for a hammer-fired DAO pis- 
tol. The hammer is shrouded by the slide 
but visible from the rear, and it allows for a 
second-strike capability. 

Internally, the CPX-2 features a 7075- 
T6 aircraft-grade aluminum receiver that

operates the firing mechanism. The iner- 
tial firing pin acts as a drop safety to help 
prevent the weapon from firing if dropped. 
The one-piece steel guide rod uses a cap- 
tive double spring system for reliability and 
ease of disassembly. Disassembly itself 
is a simple affair that involves locking the 
slide to the rear, removing the magazine 
and then removing the disassembly pin. 

Any pistol that is intended for self-de- 
fense use needs to go through a thorough 
break-in period to ensure reliable func- 
tioning with your defensive ammunition of 
choice. After a short 100-round break-in, 
the CPX-2 I tested had no malfunctions 
despite using a mix of range and defensive 
ammunition. SCCY does warn that steel- 
and aluminum-cased ammunition should 
be avoided and recommends very limited 
use of +P ammunition. 

Solid Performers 

Accuracy at 1 5 yards was good, with av- 
erage group size just under 4 inches. I found 
that at this distance the sights were set for 
the 6 o’clock position. Recoil was very man-

Magnum Research’s Baby Desert Eagle Ills 
deliver compact yet capable firepower for everyday carry! 




Just the name of 
Desert Eagle immediately 
brings up images of one 
of the most famous movie 
guns in recent history. 

Any time a director needed to make a 
big impression it was with one of these 
huge, gas-operated, rotating-bolt pistols 
that handle everything from the .357 Mag- 
num to .50 AE cartridges. While the Baby 
Desert Eagle is an altogether different 



animal, it too seeks to make a big im- 
pression with shooters, albeit in a much 
smaller package. 

The original Desert Eagle was 
developed by Magnum Research Inc. 
and manufactured in Israel by Israel Weapon 
Industries. They proved to be capable and 
popular. The latest version of this rugged and 
reliable pistol is the new Baby Desert Eagle III. 

The new Baby Desert Eagle is available in 
several variants, but the one that may appeal 
to most who carry concealed is the semi- 
compact model. The Baby Desert Eagle III is 
based on the much-copied, tried and tested 
CZ 75 design, which places the slide rails 
inside the frame. Many considered the CZ 75

at the time of its introduction to be the 
greatest double-column-magazine 9mm 
pistol in the world. With the slide riding 
inside the frame, there is a very tight fit 
between the two, which contributes to 
its impressive accuracy. 

Compact Powerhouse 

This is a traditional double-action/ 
single-action (DA/SA), short-recoil-oper- 
ated, semi-auto pistol that offers superior 
reliability and an easy second-strike 
capability. The 3.85-inch barrel on the 
semi-compact version features match- 
grade precision rifling for improved 
accuracy. The key difference between the 



full-sized model and the semi-compact is 
the shorter length of the barrel and slide. 

The grip remains the same, which 
allows for all Baby Desert Eagle III 
magazines of the same caliber to be 
fully interchangeable across the entire 
line. Capacity in 9mm is an appealing 
16 rounds, while in .40 S&W it is 13 
rounds and in .45 ACP (steel version 
only) it is 10 rounds. 

The high-quality carbon-steel slide 
has been trimmed down on the sides 
to give the pistol the more angular look 
of the original Desert Eagle. This also 
has the added benefit of reducing the 
pistol’s weight and creating a thinner 



profile. The effect is significantly more 
pronounced on the polymer-framed 
version, which has itself been given 
a matching angular design. From the 
front, the look is almost triangular. 

The slide also features a matte black 
oxide finish, Novak-style three-dot sights 
and an ambidextrous decocker/safety le- 
ver with a teardrop shape for ease of use. 
This allows the operator to safely lower 
the Commander-style hammer from the 
single-action to the double-action position 
while also engaging the hammer-block 
safety mechanism. The pistol also features 
an internal firing pin safety mechanism. 
The trigger itself has also been redesigned

The polymer-framed Baby Desert 
Eagle III is almost 10 ounces lighter than 
its steel-framed counterpart, something 
to be appreciated during concealed carry. 
The polymer-framed pistol features er- 
gonomic, grooved finger grips for an im- 
proved hold even in inclement conditions 
and a high beavertail to avoid “hammer 
bite.”

semi-compact model, but it does weigh 
almost 10 ounces more than the poly- 
mer-framed version. 

The full-sized pistols have longer bar- 
rels and overall lengths measuring 4.43 
inches and 8.375 inches, respectively. 
This does provide a longer sight radius 
with improved potential for accuracy as 
well as higher velocities for fired bul- 
lets. The semi-compact versions have 
3.85-inch barrels and 7.825-inch overall 
lengths. The weight difference between 
the full-sized steel model and the semi- 
compact polymer-framed version are not 
insignificant, weighing 37.9 ounces and 
26.3 ounces respectively.

READEko familiar with my 

writing already know that I’m a revolver 
man. I cut my handgun-shooting teeth 
on double-action (DA) revolvers, and, 
while I own, carry and compete with a 
wide variety of semi-auto pistols, when 
it comes right down to the nitty gritty, I 
prefer a handgun that rotates rather than 
reciprocates. And one of the neatest little 
roundguns I’ve seen in quite a while is 
the Taurus M380IBULSS, or M380. As 
you may have already deduced from its 
name, the revolver is chambered for the 
short .380 ACP autopistol cartridge. 

Stealthy Wheelgun 

The M380 is built on a shortened 
version of Taurus’ M85 small revolver 
frame, in this case the Ultra-Lite series’ 
aluminum alloy frames. The M85 has 
been in production for decades and 
revolvers based upon it have sold in the 
tens of thousands (maybe even hun- 
dreds of thousands) around the world. 

The stainless steel cylinder is locked 
into the frame by a spring-loaded center 
pin passing through and projecting out 
past the rear of the ejector rod, where 
it enters a recess in the recoil plate. 

This holds the cylinder in place while a 




spring-loaded stud on top of the cylinder 
crane engages a mortise in the frame. 

To open the cylinder, a thumb latch 
on the left side of the frame is pushed 
forward, which in turn forces the center 
pin out of its locking recess, allowing 
the cylinder to be swung out to the left.

Pushing in the ejector rod then forces 
out a star-shaped extractor that extracts 
all the cartridge cases simultaneously. 

Like all Taurus roundguns, the M380 
has a transfer-bar ignition system. 

When the trigger is pulled through a 
complete stroke, a flat bar raises in 
front of the firing pin, which the hammer 
strikes when it falls, driving the frame- 
mounted firing pin forward to ignite the 
cartridge. At all other times the ham- 
mer rests on the frame where it cannot 
impact the firing pin. 

Another standard feature is Taurus’ 
Security System, which allows the 
shooter to lock the hammer and trig- 
ger to prevent unauthorized firing. You 
simply insert a key (two are provided) 
into the lock located on the rear of the 
hammer and rotate it clockwise until it 
clicks. To unlock, simply insert the key 
and rotate counter-clockwise. 

Because the .380 ACP is a rimless 
cartridge, Taurus supplies a number of 
full moon clips with each revolver. These 
are flat pieces of spring steel that have 
semi-circular cutouts into which five .380 
ACP rounds can be snapped so that the 
rimless round can be fired and ejected 
by the revolver’s extractor. They also pre-

vent stray 
rounds from falling under the extractor, 
effectively jamming up the revolver. 

Range Report 

Upon opening the box for my test gun, 

I found a demure-looking revolver whose 
alloy frame and steel cylinder boasted an 
attractive bead-blasted finish. As befits 
a revolver designed for close-range per- 
sonal protection, the M380 has a spurless 
hammer and double-action-only (DAO) 
lock work. The latter feature is eminently 
practical while the former allows it to be 
drawn from concealment without snag- 
ging on clothing. 

The 1 .75-inch barrel has a full-length 
underlug that adds a bit of recoil-damp- 
ening weight up front while protecting the 
ejector rod from damage. Sighting equip- 
ment consists of a high serrated blade up 



front, 
while the 
rear is a square 
notch that projects 
above the topstrap that 
can be adjusted for windage. 

Combined, they provide a clear, sharp 
sight picture, although I feel that a colored 
insert or fiber-optic rod in the front blade 
would be a marked improvement. 

Considering the M380’s short barrel 
(and thus sight radius) and DAO trigger, 

I felt that limiting my accuracy testing to 
10 yards would be a most practical deci- 
sion. It took considerable nursing of the 
trigger, but I was able to produce groups 
running from 1 .6 to 3 inches in size, 
which I felt were more than adequate for 
this class of handgun. The little Taurus 
showed a slight preference for the Black 
Hills 100-grain FMJ loads. 

To see how the M380 would perform 
in its true role in life, I ran it through a 
series of off-hand drills at 5 and 7 yards. 
Once again the heavy DAO trigger 
required nursing along, especially at 
the farther distance, but by the time I 



was 
done 

the center of the target had many holes 
in just the right places. 

Loading and unloading with the full 
moon clips was fast and fumble free. 

Out of curiosity, I fired 15 rounds without 
the clips and did not experience a single 
misfire, although the empty cases had to 
be poked out with a pencil from my shoot- 
ing box. Recoil was extremely controllable 
even with the heavy Remington 102-grain 
Golden Sabers. 

In conclusion, I found the M380 Tau- 
rus to be a nice-handling, good-shooting 
little revolver that would be quite suitable 
for concealed carry or home defense. For

Single-stack 9mm pistols 
have been around as long 
as the cartridge itself. 

While the 1980s ushered in the era of the 
high-capacity “Wonder Nine” pistols, in 
recent times the focus has largely returned 
to the single-stack 9mm. This is because of 
a greater interest in personal protection 
and concealed carry. While other com- 
panies are introducing new compact 
9mm pistols, Walther has been selling a 
great one for nearly a decade: the PPS. 

The PPS, or Police Pistol Slim, is a 
polymer-framed, striker-fired handgun 
that is light, flat and easy to shoot. It’s little 
wonder that a passionate group of devo- 
tees has formed around the Walther PPS, 
but is it possible that it has been eclipsed 
by newer designs? Not a chance. 

Slim Is In 

One of the most striking features of the 
gun is that it looks to be larger than some 



other subcompact pistols, yet it is very thin 
and flat. What the shooter winds up with 
is a gun that he can wrap his whole hand 
around, but it’s thin enough to conceal eas- 
ily anywhere on the body. To help fit the gun 
to an individual’s hand, the PPS comes with 
two differently sized backstraps. My gun 
arrived with the smaller of the two installed. 
For my medium-sized hands, I prefer the 
smaller of the two backstraps. 

The PPS is fitted with low-profile, 
three-dot sights that are easy to use. The 
dots are a bright white that really stands 
out, and they seem larger than similar 
sights I’ve seen on other guns. The older 
I get, the more I appreciate big, bright 
sights. To help with sighting and target 
identification, Walther also equipped the 
PPS with a short accessory rail for the 
addition of a white light or laser. 

Unlike the majority of modern pistols, 
the PPS does not use a push-button 
magazine release. Instead, it uses an 
ambidextrous lever that runs along the

bottom of the triggerguard. Because of its 
shape, it is accessible from both the right 
and left sides of the pistol. 

At The Range 

It goes without saying that guns are 
meant to be shot, and how a gun performs 
on the range is extremely important. After 
all, an unreliable handgun is useless 
for self-defense, and the PPS is clearly 
designed for personal protection. 

One of the things I try to do when 
testing a new gun is to run a wide variety 
of ammunition through it. If the gun is 
going to show signs of unreliability, I want 
to know about it as soon as possible. 
Consequently, I will frequently take eight 
or more different factory loads with me 
the first time I take a gun to the range. On 
this occasion, I took 13 different loads. 

The ammo covered a wide range of bullet 
weights, designs and manufacturers. 

The Walther PPS was unquestion- 
ably reliable with every load I tried. I had 



no malfunc- 
tions of any 
kind when 
shooting one- and 
two-handed. When I 
let a woman shooting 
next to me on the range 
try the PPS out, it ran 
equally well for her. 

I discovered that the 
PPS was an even better 
shooter than I anticipated. The 
grip angle seemed perfect for me, 
allowing me to easily get the sights 
on target and absorb the modest 
muzzle flip easily. 

The trigger was a little uneven in its 
pull out of the box, but was perfectly ac- 
ceptable for a self-defense pistol. Prior to 
hitting the range, the trigger measured an 
average of 8.16 pounds on 10 pulls with 
my Lyman gauge. After about 50 to 1 00 
rounds, the trigger smoothed out a bit but 
stayed around the 8-pound mark. 



The gun was plenty 
accurate for self-defense 
work. Most loads ran unsupported five- 
shot groups in the 2-3-inch range, while 
a few did better. A new load for me was 
the 100-grain frangible load from Team 
Never Quit. Team Never Quit manufac- 
tures a variety of premium handgun and 
rifle loads with a portion of the proceeds 
going to the Lone Survivor Foundation 
to assist wounded military service mem- 
bers. This load turned in an impressive

Concealed Carry 

After I was convinced the gun was 
reliable, I began carrying it in an ACER 
DG2 inside-the-waistband rig from Bra- 
vo Concealment. Based in Texas, Bravo 
Concealment makes a line of Kydex hol- 
sters for concealed and open carry. My 
ACER DG2 uses thick Kydex for strength 
and is finished with Combat Suede on 
the exterior of the holster. This suede- 
like material softens the feel of the gun 
against the body and adds an increased 
level of friction against the pants to help 
keep the rig in place. 

As I expected, the PPS was easy to 
conceal and carried easily throughout 
the day. Working at the computer, walk- 
ing and bending over were all comfort- 
able and the holster kept the pistol in

place. Combined with the range perfor- 
mance, I was convinced that the PPS is 
an excellent tool for self-defense. 

The PPS is an extremely good shoot- 
ing pistol that was accurate and utterly 
reliable. Recoil is soft and putting rounds 
on target is very easy. Since the gun is 
so flat, it conceals well under a light 
shirt. With the standard magazine, a full 
grip on the gun is possible — something 
that generally is not possible with a sub- 
compact handgun. All in all, it is a great 
choice for deep-cover CCW carry. For 
more information, visit waltherarms.com 
or call 479-242-8500.

While the company is best known for its 
work on 1911s, it also offers packages 
for some of the most popular defensive 
and pocket pistols. 

In 1997, long before the current 
crop of micro 1911s were even thought 
of, Laughridge decided to produce the 
“smallest” .45 ACP 1911 on the mar- 
ket. The Adventurer is built in-house at 
Cylinder & Slide with a shortened slide 
and frame for enhanced concealed carry. 
The result is a 191 1 that is a mere 4.5 
inches in height and 7 inches in length 
when equipped with a C&S beavertail 
grip safety. A Bar-Sto, 3-inch, match- 
grade, bull barrel is installed along with a 



captured dual recoil spring unit. Standard 
191 1 magazines are cut down to fit in the 
reduced frame and hold five rounds. What 
makes the Adventurer exceptional is its 
complete reliability. For those who want 
the ultimate pocket pistol, the Adventurer 
fills the bill. 

Pocket Upgrades 

C&S was one of the first companies to 
recognize the amazing potential of com- 
pact Kahr pistols. Three different packages 
are currently offered for Kahr’s K and P se- 
ries pistols in .380 ACP, 9mm, .40 and .45 
ACP. The basic work includes a trigger job, 
a re-crowned barrel and a reliability pack- 
age. Other options include beveling the 
edges of the slide and the installation of 
XS 24/7 Express sights with tritium inserts. 
The Level III package adds a full carry 
bevel, 30-lpi serrations on the top of the 
slide and a 360-degree stippled finish on 
the frame. Cylinder & Slide’s work on Kahr 



pistols has caught the eye of civilians and 
law enforcement alike, and accounts for a 
substantial amount of the shop’s work. 

For many years, most pistoleros 
considered the Smith & Wesson J-Frame 
the quintessential pocket gun. C&S offers 
a number of options for J-Frames, with 
the most popular being trigger work and a 
carry bevel. The Model 640 shown in the 
photos was carried in an ankle rig for sev- 
eral years and had the typical dents, dings 
and wear of a well-used law enforcement 
backup. C&S did a trigger job, radiused and 
polished the face of the trigger, and cham- 
fered the cylinder holes for easier reloads. 
They then milled off the factory ramp and 
installed a dovetailed front sight blade with 
a gold bead insert. Finally, C&S gave the 
gun a heavy bead-blasted finish to cover 
up the serious wear marks and brightly 
polished the cylinder flutes, the band at the 
rear of the cylinder and the cylinder latch 
screw. The result is a great-looking revolver 
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self-defense encounter!

that reflects the skill of the C&S gunsmiths. 

C&S has not ignored the Glock and of- 
fers several packages for all Glock models. 
Cylinder & Slide reworked a G26 that was 
my patrol backup for several years. The 
upgrades included a trigger job, frontstrap 
stippling and barrel recrowning. I also 
requested that the front of the triggerguard 
be rounded. The shop refinished the G26 
in a two-tone Cerakote finish. I continued to 
carry the gun for several years. 

Finally, while arguably not a true 
“pocket pistol,” I would be remiss in not 
highlighting Bill Laughridge’s 2008 Pocket 
Hammerless. Bill designed a .45 ACP 
pistol that reflects the lines of the Colt 1903 
Pocket Hammerless. The Pocket Hammer- 
less is a limited-production custom pistol 
that reflects Laughridge’s ingenuity, creativ- 
ity and skill. Give it a look if you’re in the 
market for the ultimate carry .45.

Still, working on and producing various models of 191 1 
pistols is the company’s main focus, and the concealed-carry 
market has not been ignored. Many people will not find car- 
rying a full-sized 191 1 concealed to be practical or even very 
convenient. For this, Wilson Combat has developed the Senti- 
nel line, which compromises nothing in power or performance 
against any 191 1 but manages to reduce the dimensions and 
weight to a truly compact level. 

Ultralight Carry Sentinel 

The Ultralight Carry Sentinel is chambered in the proven 
9mm cartridge. Offering an 8+1 capacity, the pistol weighs 
just a tad over 25 ounces unloaded thanks to its aluminum 
frame. With an overall length of 7.2 inches, it is 1 .5 inches 
shorter than a full-sized 191 1 . At only 4.8 inches in height, it is 
almost a full inch shorter than a standard 1911. The frontstrap 
features 30-line-per-inch, high-cut checkering that provides 
an excellent grip surface, especially when combined with the 
pistol’s slim G10 Starburst grips, which feature fan-shaped 
cuts and the distinctive Wilson Combat medallion. 

Wilson has also added its own machined Bullet Proof 
Beavertail Grip Safety and Bullet Proof Thumb Safety, which 
are designed specifically for comfort and speed in com- 
petition or concealed carry. The skeletonized hammer 
is similarly designed to improve concealment. 



The 3.6-inch, stainless steel, heavy, match-grade barrel fea- 
tures a tapered cone shape that dispenses with the usual bush- 
ing. This adds some weight to the front of the pistol, helping to 
reduce recoil and muzzle flip. Every Wilson barrel is individually 
hand-fitted on each pistol; fluting appears along the barrel’s 
length and on the outside of the chamber. This not only gives 
the pistol a very distinctive look but also helps trap dirt and 

fouling, keeping it out of the action and improv- 

ing function in all conditions. The full-length 
steel guide rod with a reverse plug also 
adds weight to the front of the pistol, 
improving user comfort when firing.

front sight for maximum visibility and fast 
target acquisition, even in low-light situa- 
tions. The contoured magazine well also 
aids in faster reloads, and the magazine 
release has been rounded and shortened 
for concealed carry. The single-stage trig- 
ger has been fine-tuned to provide a con- 
sistent 3.5 to 3.75 pounds of resistance 
and an extremely crisp break. Taken all 
together, it is not surprising that Wilson 
Combat offers the Ultralight Carry Senti- 
nel with an iron-clad accuracy guarantee 
of 1 .5 inches at 25 yards.

Bond Arms derringers give bad guys 
two rounds to think about. 




J.B. Banks , the fictional gunfighter 

that the late, great John Wayne portrayed in his last 
movie, The Shootist, is riding across the plains when an 
armed highwayman attempts to rob him. “You hold it right 
there,” says the robber, “just throw me your wallet.” 

Books reaches into his inside left coat pocket with his right 
hand, replying, “Yes sir!” Drawing a derringer with the wallet and 
tossing the wallet aside, he says, “A little something extra.” He fires 
one shot into the bad guy’s gut, ending the robbery attempt. A little 
something extra is what all armed citizens are comforted by when 
carrying concealed. And, when it comes to packing a lot of power 
into a little package, it is tough to beat a Bond Arms derringer. 

Recently I had the chance to meet Bond Arms’ owner, 

Gordon Bond, and Amy, the Bond Arms Girl, at a media event. 




My time there did not allow for a full gun „ 

test and evaluation, so I later contacted Gordon 
Bond, who sent me a few representative Bond Arms guns 
for a proper hands-on examination. 

Fit and finish were well executed on all of the samples 
received. Grips are pleasing to the eye and properly fit the hand. 
Ergonomics are sound, with the ability to smoothly cock and 
fire. (It should be noted that the Bond Arms derringers are not 
designed or meant to be “cocked and locked” and then carried 
in a holster.) The crossbolt safety adds another level of security 
to prevent unintentional discharges and can be engaged if the 
gun has been cocked but not shot and used to safely “lower 
the hammer.” The barrels on the Bond Arms guns can be easily 
swapped out for others. For instance, you can order the Ranger

in .410/.45 Colt and, with an Allen wrench, 
easily swap in another barrel in typically 
less than a minute. 

Reloading is a relatively straightforward 
process, with the Bonds’ break-open de- 
sign. The Bond design hinges at the top 
with a very secure knurled release on the 
left side of the frame. The hammer will still 
fall if the safety is pushed to the left, or to 
the “on” position, but is blocked from im- 
pacting the firing pin. Once you get used to 
rotating the handle to keep the cartridges 
in their chambers after loading, it is a non- 
issue. Most Bond Arms guns have trigger- 
guards, which increases safety and reduc- 
es the risk of unintentional discharges. This 
is aided by the well-designed crossbolt 
safety on the frame, right under the thumb 
for right-handed shooters. 

Derringers On Deck 

I had the opportunity to put some 
rounds downrange and even carry a Bond 
Ranger II (.410/.45 Colt), a Bond Mini (.38 
Special/.357), a Bond Backup (9mm/.45) 
and a Cowboy Defender (.410/.45 Colt). All

yards and in). I could manipulate and fire 
the Bond derringers equally well with one 
hand as with two. This kind of surprised 
me, as did the lack of recoil while firing 
one-handed. Truth be told, firing the Back- 
up in .45 ACP one-handed was the most 
pleasant shooting I did with all of the guns, 
and it had the setup I would choose if I 
were to carry a Bond Arms gun for backup. 

In order to fire, place the safety in the 
“off” position (press from left to right), cock 
the external hammer and then press the 
trigger. If a second shot is needed, repeat 
the process. Shooting the Bond Arms der- 
ringers from low ready, I was able to cock 
the hammer as I presented the handgun to 
target, fire one shot, then cock and fire the 
second in about two seconds. 

Seconds & Thirds 

Some may say that two shots are not 
enough for a concealed handgun. And I 
would usually agree with that when we’re 
talking about a primary handgun. Snub 
revolvers, compact 9mms and .380 ACPs 
are not my preferred guns to carry as 
primaries. But clothing and the occasion 
sometimes require you to carry a smaller 
handgun. When I do, I prefer to carry a 
second or third gun, which just adds to my 
family’s safety. 

As someone who teaches guns and 
tactics for a living, I understand rule #1: 
Have at least one gun. Following this rule 
has kept me safe for years. 

As a citizen carrying concealed, you 
don’t have all the options that law enforce- 
ment officers have. Do you carry a second 
gun? Do you understand that you must 
“hold the line” until law enforcement gets 
there? How about arming a trained and 
unarmed friend or significant other with 
a concealed Backup or Defender from 
Bond Arms? What happens if your main 
concealed handgun malfunctions, is taken 
from you, or runs dry with no reloads in 
sight? When I carried the Bond Arms 
Backup in my right front pants pocket dur- 
ing a large family activity, it was comfort- 
able and comforting, and backed up by the 
1911 pistol on my hip. 

In preparation to defend yourself 
against a violent attack, along with proper 
mindset and practice, it’s nice to have a 
little something extra. A Bond Arms derrin- 
ger is just that, and in a serious caliber it 
may even qualify as a lot of something ex- 
tra.

T he release of the RM380 marks Remington’s 
recent entry into the .380 pocket pistol market. 
The new subcompact is a double-action-only 
(DAO), semi-automatic handgun with a locked 
breech. The company touts the fact that the pistol has 
a 2.9-inch barrel that it claims is the longest barrel in its 
class. Longer barrel length should result in higher muzzle 
velocities and more energy on target. Because of the gun’s 
diminutive 5.27-inch length and 3.86-inch height, it can 
definitely be placed into the class of pocket guns. 

The RM380 is designed to offer a good amount of 
power and performance in a very small package. Bucking 
the current trend toward employing polymer frames in small 
pocket pistols, the light and handy RM380 instead employs 
aluminum alloy in in its construction. Whatever your feelings 
are regarding alloy versus polymer, the result is a sturdy 
little pistol that should be able to dish out a good amount of 
rounds with no discernible wear. 
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Big Green’s little RM380 is designed 
to ride backup anytime, anywhere!

During my testing of the RM380 at 
a recent writer’s event, I experienced no 
malfunctions in running 100 rounds of Rem- 
ington ball ammunition through the particular 
preproduction gun I tested. Since these were 
preproduction samples and the engineers were 
making modifications before releasing the design for 
production, an accurate generalization about reliability is not pos- 
sible. Besides, 100 or even 500 rounds through 10 or so guns is not 
enough to create a statistically significant sample. We must wait for 
production guns before any judgments can be made. 

For those readers who might be saying that this gun looks sus- 
piciously like the Rohrbaugh R380, you are really paying attention. 
Recently, Remington purchased Rohrbaugh and with it came the 
R380 design. A major change from the Rohrbaugh design, how- 
ever, is the switch from a European-style heel magazine release 
to the American-style button release that is located just behind the 
trigger and a little above the junction of the triggerguard and front- 
strap. And while the Rohrbaugh R380 was a fairly expensive gun, 
the RM380’s retail price is $417, which puts it in the price range of 
the major .380 ACP pocket pistol competitors. 

Micro Protector The RM380’s 2.9-inch barrel is made 
of 410 stainless steel and features a 1 -in-1 6-inch twist rate. Atop 
the slide— this gun does not sport the tired, 
blocky and hard-to-conceal square edges of 
most modern pistols — Remington put a fixed 
blade front sight and a fixed notch rear sight, 
which is not an unusual sight configuration for 
a gun of this type. 

The frame is manufactured from 7075 
aluminum and has a black anodized finish 
to match the black finish of the steel slide. 

Remington has installed dual recoil springs 
that ride on a steel guide rod, and there are 
seven diagonal serrations at the rear of the 
slide that provide a slip-resistant gripping sur- 
face for manually cycling the action. Racking 
the slide on my test gun was not difficult.

This is a hammer-fired gun, not a striker-fired gun. The 
hammer has no spur to get caught in clothing or a purse on the 
draw. Remington indicated that the gun will be supplied with 
two six-round, steel magazines with witness holes — one with 
a flat floorplate and the other with an extended base to provide 
a bit more gripping surface. The gun has a short grip, so the 
extended floorplate should be helpful for many shooters. 
Additionally, to help get a better grip, the frontstrap is checker- 
ed and the triggerguard is undercut a bit to allow for a grasp 
that is closer to the bore axis. 

Unlike most new pocket pistol models, the RM380 has remov- 
able, black polymer grip panels that are checkered for a better grip 
and secured by screws. Time will tell, but it is possible that after- 
market grips will eventually become available for the gun as well. 

Besides the checkered, delta-shaped magazine release, which, 
when activated, allowed magazines to fall freely, the only other 
controls are the trigger and slide catch. The slide catch is a low- 
profile design that is surrounded by a tapered ridge to help prevent 
accidental activation. After the last round is fired, the slide is held 
to the rear, a feature desired by most experienced shooters. 

Disassembly is similar to other guns of this type, but a tool 
may be required. After double checking to make sure the gun 
is unloaded and the magazine removed, a hole in the slide is 
aligned with the takedown pin that runs through the frame and 
engages the barrel underlug. This pin 
must be pushed out if it doesn’t fall out 
by tapping or shaking the gun. Once 
the pin is out, the slide can be removed 
from the front of the frame, and then the 
barrel, recoil springs, guide rod and 
barrel can be separated. 

The RM380 is primed to be a competi- 
tive .380 ACP option for anyone looking for 
a modern, 6+1 capacity pistol for everyday 
carry. Thanks to its ultra-compact dimen- 
sions and proven design, this gun is fine- 
tuned to deliver close-quarters defense.

but those hot, new firearms often come 
with a price that doesn’t leave much room 
for mortgage payments, grocery shop- 
ping or the kids’ college fund. However, 
there is a way of getting highly conceal- 
able, self-defense firepower without 
wiping out your budget or compromising 
on effectiveness and quality. Just look 
beyond the new-arrivals rack at the gun 
store and open your eyes to the outstand- 
ing military and police surplus firearms 
that are available in the marketplace. 

The breakup of the Soviet Union is, 
in large measure, responsible for the 
widespread availability of military surplus 
pocket pistols today. When the Soviets 
dominated Eastern Europe through 
the Warsaw Pact military alliance, they 
required their allies to use weapons 



the Soviets adopted the 9x1 8mm Ma- 
karov round as their standard handgun 
ammunition; their Eastern European 
allies followed suit. 

In the decade following the 1991 col- 
lapse of the Soviet Union, Warsaw Pact 
countries like Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Hungary and Bulgaria phased out their 
Soviet-compatible handguns in favor of 
more powerful, 9mm Parabellum designs. 
Eventually those warehouses full of old 
Soviet-type pistols were sold on the sur- 
plus arms market, offering U.S. shooters 
some excellent, cost-effective buys. Let’s 
take a look at what’s available. 

Walthers and CZs 

The German-made Walther PP and 
PPK pistols were introduced in 1929. 
Today the PPK variant is best known 
as James Bond’s issued sidearm, but 
during World War II, Walther PPs and

agencies and military units. The German 
military police and most German civilian 
police departments all carried Walther 
PP or PPK pistols, the majority of which 
were chambered in .32 ACP (A small 
number were issued in .380.) I mention 
these guns because they had a profound 
influence on postwar firearms design- 
ers who were behind the Iron Curtain. 

A good deal of Eastern European 
pocket pistols have a healthy amount 
of Walther PP DNA. 

Take, for instance, the Czechoslo- 
vakian CZ 50 and CZ 70 pistols. The 
CZ 50 was designed in 1950 by broth- 
ers Jan and Jaroslav Kratochvil for the 
Czech Arms plant ( Ceska Zbrojovka in 
Czech), which led to the American desig- 
nation “CZ’.The Czechs themselves call 
it the vz. 50 (vzor is “model” in Czech). 

The CZ 50 and its later sibling, the 
CZ 70, are cosmetically very similar

tance and simply adopted or copied the 
Russian Makarov pistol. Today you can 
buy Makarovs that were made in Russia, 
Bulgaria or East Germany — China even 
produced Makarov-pattern pistols. 

The 9x1 8mm Makarov round is very 
similar to the .380 autopistol cartridge, 
but the bullet diameter is larger than the 
.355-caliber .380 at 0.364 inches. Luckily 
the widespread availability of Makarov 
pistols has led to widespread ammo 
availability. I think Hornady’s Critical 
Defense 95-grain FTX is your best choice 
for self-defense with any of the pistols 
chambered for 9x1 8mm Makarov.

Makarov has an eight-round, single-stack 
magazine that is secured by a European- 
style heel release catch at the base of the 
grips. The firing pin is free-floating, and the 
decocking safety lever effectively blocks 
the firing pin from hitting the primer. The 
Bulgarian-made Makarovs, one of which I 
own, are even on the California DOJ-ap- 
proved list for sale in that state. 

Unlike the Walther PP, the Makarov 
pistol does have a slide release lever on 
the left side of the frame. The all-steel Ma- 
karov weighs 1 .75 pounds, which is a good 
half-pound heavier than most currently 
designed pocket pistols but not so heavy 
that you’ll acquire Popeye-sized arms from 
shooting it. The Makarov is very ergonomic, 
and the added heft of a steel frame helps to 
keep the gun on target, shot to shot. 

Other 9mm Makarov Pistols 

If you are looking for a lighter weight 
concealed-carry gun, the Hungarian-made 
FEG PA-63 may be the military-surplus pis- 
tol for you. It is almost a dead ringer for the 
Walther PP, but the grip frame has a slightly 
improved shape. Any holster that fits the 
PP will fit the PA-63 to aT. What makes the 
PA-63 different is its aluminum alloy frame, 
which brings the weight of this pistol down 
to 24 ounces. The steel slide is well pol- 
ished and blued, and the alloy frame is left 
in the white. The two-tone finish gives the 
PA-63 a racy appearance, and its lighter 
weight makes it a comfortable carry gun. 

Poland’s P64 was designed in the late 
1950s by a six-man team. The mystery is 
why it took six people to copy Walther’s 
PPK design. The Poles strongly deny that 
they consciously copied the PPK, but every 
person I know thought “PPK” when they 
saw a P64 for the first time. At 3.33 inches 
long, the P64 has a barrel that is shorter 
than those of other 9mm Makarov pistols. 
And the P64’s short grip frame contains a 
six-round magazine, rather than the seven- 
to 12-round magazines of other surplus 
pistols. Even though the P64 has a steel 
frame, its small size keeps its weight down 
to 21 .28 ounces, making it the most pocket- 
friendly of the Eastern Bloc military pistols. 

My favorite Eastern Bloc pistol is the 
CZ 82. In my opinion, the Czech’s Cold 
War service pistol is the best-built in 9mm 
Makarov. The double-action trigger pull 
is 11 pounds and buttery smooth. The 
single-action trigger pull is 5 pounds and 
breaks very cleanly. The CZ 82 has a

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The history behind America’s tradition of concealed-carry handguns!

"WELL, ILL BB!” 

shouted the gravelly throated 
card player. “Another full house. 
Must be my lucky night.” 

Across the table, a well-dressed gentle- 
man stared over the pile of money and into 
the eyes of a card cheat. Heated words 



were exchanged and the two stood quickly, 
sending their chairs grating across the 
saloon floor. The room fell silent as the two 
stepped back from the table. It was at that 
moment that the swindler realized the dude 
he’d fleeced wasn’t even wearing a gun! 

“No gun belt? What a fool,” he 
thought, drawing a foot-long knife from 

his hip. But before he could 
even take a step he was 
staring at a pair of short- 
barreled six shooters that 
had appeared out from 
under the man’s jacket! 

This cautionary tale 
might surprise a lot of peo- 
ple, but concealment pocket 
holsters, inside-the-waist- 
band (IWB) and spring-clip 
pant holsters actually date 
back to the mid-1 870s. The 
same is true of large-caliber 
snub-nose revolvers, the 
most prominent of which 
first appeared toward the 
end of the Civil War in the 
.44-caliber Colt 1860 Army 
models, which had barrels 
cut down to as little as 2 
inches. This practice contin- 
ued well into the 1 870s with 
cut-down cartridge conver- 
sions and even Colt Single 
Actions. In fact, Colt built its 





Samuel Colt was the inventor of the small-caliber pocket pistol. 
Known as the Baby Paterson, the palm-sized, cap-and-ball 
revolvers carried five .28-caliber rounds. Colt built about 500, 
including some elegantly engraved and silver-inlaid examples. 



first Sheriff’s Model with a 2.5-inch barrel 
in 1882, and eventually every American 
gunmaker began producing short-barreled 
revolvers. But the so-called “belly gun” is 
actually much older, dating back to Samuel 
Colt’s first percussion model, the famous 
Baby Paterson, introduced in 1836. 

Samuel Colt was the originator of 
the modern backup gun. In the 1830s 
he began building small-caliber pocket 
pistols in Paterson, New Jersey. When he 
established the Colt’s Patent Fire-Arms 
Mfg. Co. in 1848, among his first and most 
successful revolvers were small, .31 -cali- 
ber pocket pistols, the Model 1 848 and 
Model 1 849. Colt’s even offered its own 
belly production gun in 1862 with a limited 
run of .36-caliber Police models fitted 
with 2- and 2.5-inch barrels. Along with 




Dallas Stoudenmire was a former Texas Ranger 
who became city marshal of El Paso, Texas, 
and deputy U.S. marshal for the Southern 
District of Texas in the early 1880s. Among the 
guns he carried was a modified Richards- 
Mason 1860 Army .44 Colt with the ejector 
removed and barrel shortened to 2.62 inches. 
The gun was just slightly larger than many of 
today’s snub-nose .38-caliber revolvers. 
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(Far left) The biggest of the “belly guns,” 
this unusual 1st Model Dragoon was 
shortened to a barrel length of only 2.75 
inches, literally cut off at the end of the 
barrel lug. This particular .44-caliber 
model, from the collection of Lt. Col. 

Gerald E. Dickerson, Jr., has a very 
colorful and documented history having 
belonged to Deputy U.S. Marshal William 
Stokes, who pursued and captured John D. 
Lee in 1874. Lee had been wanted since 
1857 when he led the infamous Mountain 
Meadows Massacre in southern Utah. 

(Left) This isn’t what you wanted to see in 
the 1870s if you just cheated a man at cards! 
Gamblers and gentlemen often carried guns 
in unconventional holsters so as to appear 
unarmed in public. Lawmen also followed 
this practice and called it a backup gun. 



It was the gun he was carrying on Septem- 
ber 18, 1882, when he was murdered by 
outlaw Jim Manning, who used a similarly 
modified Colt with a cutaway triggerguard. 

The cutaway triggerguard appeared 
again on modified Colt Single Actions and 
in the early 20th century when shootist 
J. Henry FitzGerald (who joined Colt’s in 
1918), began custom building ,45-cali- 
ber New Service models with cut-down 
barrels, short ejectors, shaved hammers 
and cutaway triggerguards. Known as Fitz 




The improved Colt Model 1849 with loading lever became 
Colt’s most popular percussion revolver. More than 330,000 were produced 



the 1865 Pocket Model of Navy Caliber, 
these scaled-down percussion handguns 
were the foundation for Colt’s post-Civil 
War pocket model cartridge conversions in 
either .38-caliber rimfire or centerfire. The 
guns, which were mainly remanufactured 
percussion pistols, remained in produc- 
tion from 1872 until the early 1880s, and 
in use by outlaws, lawmen, gamblers and 
just everyday folks as a basic personal- 
defense handgun. These first snub-nosed 
.38-caliber models were to be the fore- 
runners of the famous Banker’s Special 
and Colt Detective Specials developed in 
1926 and 1927, respectively. 

Among the earliest of Colt’s full-sized 
handguns to be “modified” in the field 
were .36-caliber 1851 Navy 
models (many during 
the Civil War), fol- 
lowed by similarly 
altered .44-caliber 



1 860 Army revolvers. There was notable 
precedent for the advantages of a small 
backup gun. A cut-down handgun sud- 
denly presented could give a man the 
opportunity to get the advantage on an 
armed adversary, if he was quick and 
true with his aim. 

A cut-down .44 Colt was famously 
carried by Deputy U.S. Marshal Dallas 
Stoudenmire, who had a Richards-Mason 
1 860 Army with a barrel cut to 2.62 inches. 
The gun was always at his side, 
literally, (actually in his left- 
hand pocket, butt 
forward). 



Specials, the same design was also used 
by FitzGerald on Colt Detective Specials. 

Early Competitors 

When it came to small- and medium- 
caliber cartridge pistols, Colt’s and Reming- 
ton also went head to head for sales and 
diversification in the 1870s, but that was 
where the armsmakers went their separate 
ways. Early on, Remington utilized a 
two-piece conversion cylinder design 
based on several British patents. The

and double-action (DA) percussion revolv- 
ers and also Remington’s small, five-shot 
New Model Pocket Revolver, which was 
destined to become one of the most pro- 
lific small-caliber cartridge handguns of the 
late 1 9th century. 

The Remington pocket models had been 
manufactured as cap-and-ball pistols from 
1 863 to 1 873, thus there was a decade of 
production before the conversion to .32-cali- 
ber rimfire was introduced in 1873. The pop- 
ular backup pistols were available with 3-, 
3.5-, 4 and 4.5-inch barrel lengths, the latter 
two being quite rare. More than 25,000 were 
produced, the majority either converted to 
or manufactured as cartridge-firing models. 
The guns were available with both cartridge 
and percussion cylinders, again making the 
Remington a very versatile model. However, 
the Colts proved to be more popular. 

Close on Colt’s heels was Smith & Wes- 
son, which built the very first American car- 
tridge revolver in 1857. Although an ane- 
mic .22-caliber short, followed by a slightly 
more potent .32 rimfire (the backup gun 
carried by none other than Wild Bill Hickok), 
S&W eventually surpassed Colt, creat- 
ing an entire series of .32- and .38-caliber 
backup guns favored by lawmen from the 
late 19th century and well into the mid 20th. 
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In the 1870s, 
Mississippi 
merchant Louis 
Hoffman 
began mar- 
keting the 
Hoffman

The company’s ever-increasing and di- 
versified line of top-break revolvers were 
ideally suited for discreet carry, and by 
1896 Smith & Wesson began replac- 
ing them with new swing-out-cylinder 
versions. Over the next 100 years, 

S&W would continue to rival Colt, 
which ultimately discontinued near- 
ly all of its DA revolvers before the 
end of the 20th century. Colt and 
S&W had nonetheless laid the ground- 
work, proving there would always be a 
market for backup guns. 



Concealed Carry 

In the 1870s Vicksburg, Mississippi, 
merchant and arms dealer Louis Hoff- 
man began selling a variety of holsters 
designed for short-barreled SA revolvers 
that attached to a pants waist with a metal 
clip, thereby eliminating the presence of 
a gunbelt and lending to the appearance 
that a man was unarmed. An IWB holster 
was also patented in 1878 by Ira Page and 
sold as the Pistol Pocket Case designed 




with loading levers removed and barrels 



cut down to lengths of 2 and 3 inches. 
Some had dovetailed front sights added. 



for the popular .38-caliber Colt pocket pis- 
tols. For gentlemen who preferred to carry 
even more discreetly, a variety of clever 
pocket-liner holsters were available as far 
back as the 1 870s. 

The backup gun has a long history with 
lawmen and civilians alike, and as everyone 
in the Old West invariably learned, when 
your six-shooter is empty and the situation 
isn’t resolved, there’s nothing quite so fulfill- 
ing as a second gun to fill your hand! PP

Concealed-carry laws 
for all 50 states in 2015! 



A lthough all 50 states now allow some form of concealed carry, the laws 
governing it are as different as the states themselves, and are constantly 
changing. The following is a general overview of each state’s laws on issuing 
permits, as well as whether or not they issue permits to non-residents and 
if they recognize permits from other states. While “reciprocity” is a term of art, I’ve 
used it here in the more general sense of whether or not they will recognize another 
state’s permit. The exact terms of the reciprocity they offer are, of course, different 
for each state. Just because they recognize some out-of-state permits doesn’t mean 
they recognize one from your state, so you’ll need to check that. 

Other restrictions to be aware of are ammunition or magazine capacity laws as 
well as the law of self-defense for that state. Included are links to official sources in 
each state as well as the citation for their CCW statute, to serve as starting points for 
the additional research you should do to make sure you obey the law. 

What follows is not legal advice. For that, you must contact an attorney licensed in 
that state who specializes in this area of law. This article is not intended to answer all 
the questions you need to ask, but to tell you where to look for the answers you need. 
Be aware that laws change constantly and new ones often become effective 



at unpredictable times. Almost a third of states made some changes to their CCW 
law during 2015 (almost half since 2014) and some states have as many as three 
different versions of their CCW law staged to take effect at different times. There’s no 
guarantee that they won’t change again by the time this gets to press and into your 
hands. Further complicating things, available information, even when it comes from 
state agencies, may be conflicting. While the information in this article came from 
state government sources (including directly from the most recently published stat- 
utes), do not rely on this or any other unofficial source. Verify all information prior to 
traveling, and if you have any doubt at all about carrying, don’t do it. 

There is a school of thought that says you should push the limits on such things, 
and you’ll find no shortage of anonymous people on the Internet enthusiastically urg- 
ing you to do it. They will not be going to jail in your place, paying your legal fees or 
be the ones stripped of their right to carry a firearm, however, in the future when you 
get caught. Don’t let them dupe you into being a test case. 

We are fortunate to live in a time when the states increasingly recognize the 
right to self-protection. The continued expansion of these rights depends on those 
who exercise them in a legal and responsible manner. Stay informed and stay legal.

C hoosing a handgun for concealed carry is as personal 
a choice as it is a practical choice. Practically speaking, 
you may be able to shoot the black out of a target with a 
full-sized 1911, but you may have a hard time carrying that 
pistol concealed.
